I've seen 
other commissions in action and they all 
sit together, with the city manager and 
city attorney sitting to the side. 


It would sure make it easier to follow the 


discussion, especially now that they've 
moved to that bigger room. 


"This is one of the privileges the mayor 


has," responds Mayor Sue Youngblood, 
"and I have placed them on either side of 
me; the commissioners themselves chose 
where they elected to sit in the new 
Government Center." 


Mrs. Youngblood said the arrangement 


whereby the mayor is flanked by these two 
city officials is due primarily "because it 
is more efficient that way — when I need to 
confer with either of them about matters 
on the agenda, procedure, the law, and 
because documents and resolutions 
adopted by the commission are passed 
directly over to me for signing". 


In most any city council chamber the 


city's legal adviser (city attorney) sits 
next to the mayor as not every town in 
Texas has a city manager. The city 
manager is the "chief 
administrative 


officer" while the mayor is the presiding 
officer of the policy-making body. 


As far as she knows, commissioners 


have chosen their seats around the table 
by their seniority, 
or newly electee 


members occupy seats vacated by 
outgoing—either self-retiring or defeated 
incumbents. 


Who produced the Corsicana city flag 


which was unveiled during the city hall 
dedication ceremonies?' Are any more 
available for the general public? 


The flag was made by the American 


Flag and Banner Co. of New York City at 
the request of Morton's Inc. of Corsicana, 
whom the city contracted to purchase the 
flag. 


L. M. Morton of Morton's said that the 


city ordered two flags adding he is "not 
stocking them." 


At some drive-in restaurants I've

president immediately," Jezek said, but 
added since there will be no directors 
meeting again before mid-June, he can't 
say how soon the slow-drive safety humps 
can be installed. 


Stuart Beebe, regarded as the mainstay 


of the summer baseball program, says he 
doesn't know "if we will have enough 
money to put 'em in, but we'll see, if that's 
what the people want". 


In Beebe's opinion, the problem isn't on

Cemetery is washed out so bad it is im- 
possible to enter. On the southeast corner 
of the cemetery there is a cow pen and a 
hay shed. Why is that permitted out there? 


City Manager Dick Ballenger said your 


inquiry to Action Line follows on the heels 
of numerous complaint calls he's received 
within the past two weeks. 


"In fact, it was brought to my attention 


about two weeks ago when I began getting 
these calls," Ballenger said, prompting 
him to think there is some "organizfd" 
effort to make the manager's office aware 
— which he is. 


Ballenger reports: "I have investigated 


and found part of these complaints to be 
true, and others that are not". As a result, 
he adds: "I have added a fulltime employe 
under the Manpower program and 
directed the superintendent of parks and 
cemeteries to assign this man fulltime to 
keeping up the cemetery." 


Ballenger said within the next week or 


so, weather and other pressing city work 
permitting, he intends to have gravel 
hauled in to improve the entrance road you 
complain of with this work being done by 
the street department. 


As to the complaint about the cow pen 


and hay shed, the city manager says as far 
as he can tell in trying to determine from 
vague boundary lines as reflected from 
available city plat records, the pen and 
hay shed both are on privately owned 
property — and not on, or in, the city 
cemetery.

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TP&L will ask increase here 


Texas Power & Light Co. will ask the 


Corsicana City Commission's approval of an 
increase in electricity rates which will 
average 11 per cent. 


Embry 
Ferguson, 
TP&L's 
district 


manager, has asked to 'appear before the 
commission June 17 to discuss the increase. 


Ferguson said similar increases were being 


presented in all towns served by TP&L. 


In this district, that would mean increases 


will be proposed in Kerens, Blooming Grove, 
Richland, Streetman, Emhouse, Barry, 
Powell, Retreat, Angus, and Mustang, in 
addition to Corsicana. 


Ferguson said TP&L will ask that the in- 


crease become effective with customer bills 
sent out Oct. 1. 


Corsicana electricity rates were raised at 


average of six per cent in October, 1973. The 


company has received four 
general rate 


increases in its 63-year history, and two 
decreases. 


Ferguson said that even with the increase, 
the average residential cost per kilowatt-hour 
will be less than in 1955. 


Ferguson said that the two reasons sup- 


porting the requested increase are the in- 
creased cost of 
construction and the in- 


creased cost of financing. 


The rate increase averages 11 per cent. 


Ferguson estimated that the increases range 


from seven or eight per cent for smaller users 
to 15 per cent for larger ones, but said actual 
percentages would have to be derived by 
examining individual bills. 


Industrial rates are also included in the 


proposal, Ferguson said.

got paid an average of $15,000, 
and while the average worker 
gets nine holidays a year, 
county employes get 14 holidays 
and two weeks paid vacation. 


Pressed to reveal from whom 


he had gathered 
his data, 


Montgomery 
repeated 
his 
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refusal, 
contending he 
had 


sought information agreeing to 
maintain its confidentiality. 


"IF WE GIVE YOU a raise 


(as asked for), we've got to cut 
down on services to the people 
of this county or raise taxes," 
Montgomery said. He said that 
he wasn't for either one. 


Comm. Billy Hargrove and 


Dunn said the county had 
solicited data from both the 
county auditor and treasurer 
which 
had 
not 
yet 
been 


presented, each emphasizing "I 
think we need to take a good 
look at the figures Bill (Smith) 
comes up with". 


Smith at one point said that if 


spending 
continues, at 
the 


present rate there will be 
$400,000 extra at the end of the 
year — $320,000 in general funds 
and $80,000 in salary funds. 


But commissioners 
pointed 


out that there were some en- 
cumberances 
and com- 


mitments not taken into con- 
sideration and asked him for 
further study. 


HARGROVE POINTED OUT 


that the top paid county em- 
ploye (chief clerk or deputy) 
draws $489 in monthly salary, 
and that fringe benefits boosts 
costs to the county per employe 
from $489 to $566, or makes the 
average salary for a 40-hour 
work week of $3.26 an hour. He 
cited the "low" county paid 
county employe of $405 a month, 
figuring in benefits which make 
the total $471, or an average per 
hour of $2.72. 


Comm. R.J. Henderson ob- 


served that when he ran for his 
public office, he knew what it 
paid "and I was satisfied with 
it". 


He added: "I will say the low 


paid employes of the county 
need a raise — anyone who is 
taking home less than $100 a 
week is not making a good 
salary." 


Henderson said he thinks a 


raise in dollars for the lower 
paid employes is more im- 
portant than a percentage raise 
across the board, "and I may be 
talking against a raise for 
myself when I say that." 


DUNN SAID THE county 


hadn't had a tax raise in 12 
years "and we are feeling the 
pinch of inflation. But, I'm the 
budget officer, and if we run out 
of money before the end of the 
year, I'm the one behind the 
eight ball here." He asked the 
employes to allow the com- 
missioners sufficient time to 
determine on how the county 
stands financially, since it has 
undergone 
changes 


necessitating 
amending 
the 


budget 
in 
making 
the 


treasurer's office a fulltime

Baptist attacks 


forming society 


MIAMI BEACH (AP) - The 


annual convention of the South- 
ern Baptist Convention has 
opened with an attack on the 
American culture. 


Americans are developing a 


society "which accepts lying, 
cheating and stealing as an ac- 
ceptable practice in life to ac- 
complish human goals," the 
convention president, the Rev. 
Jaroy Weber of Lubbock, Tex., 
said Tuesday. 


"Watergate has underscored 


the importance of honesty," the 
Rev. Mr. Weber told nearly 14,- 
000 messengers 
representing 


34,374 churches. "I feel that we 
are becoming a nation of dis- 
honest people. 


He added that 
Americans 


have lost their ability to believe 
or have faith in anything and 
called for greater involvement, 
special days of prayer and fas- 
ting, expressions of compassion 
and emphasis on church growth 
to deal with the spiritual and 
social problems of the nation. 


In other action Tuesday, the 


convention adopted a $51 mil- 
lion national budget for mission 
causes, 25 per cent larger than 
last year and the largest in the 
convention's history. The mon- 
ey would be voluntarily contrib- 
uted by the 33 state Baptist 
conventions. 


An abortion resolution pre- 


sented by Robert Holbrook of 
Halletsville, Tex. proposed to 
recognize "the distress and un- 
usual circumstances surround- 
ing rape and incest" but con- 
demn the practice of abortion 
on demand. 


And Floyd Craig of Nashville, 


Tenn., asked the convention to 
urge 
the Federal 
Commu- 


nications Commission to call 
immediate hearings to stop the 
television industry from glorify- 
ing violence.

1972 campaign. Briscoe has said 
he could not accept a con- 
tribution that large from some- 
one he barely knew. He has 
fried for more than two years to 
return the money, the governor 
contends. 


Bates was asked after Mang- 


es' appearance before the com- 
mittee Monday if the money had 
been returned. "No comment," 
he said. 


Mitchell introduced stacks of 


the judge's financial records 
into evidence, then put on Re- 
naldo Guerra, a Roma custom- 
house broker, as his first wit- 
ness.

Former South Vietnamese premiers 
Thieu tried to murder Ky after coup failed 


WASHINGTON (AP) - For- 


mer South Vietnamese Premier 
Nguyen Cao Ky says President 
Nguyen Van Thieu tried to 
have him murdered, apparently 
after' learning of a plot by Ky 
and some associates to oust 
Thieu in a military coup last 
April. 


Ky said the murder scheme 


failed when security guards 
shot three would-be assassins 


who managed to penetrate the 
Vietnamese air force compound 
where he lived at Saigon's Tan 
Son Nhut Eirbase. 


Ky, describing the events in 


an interview at his rented home 
in a northern Virginia suburb, 
said 
the coup-plotters had 


hoped that the overthrow of 
Thieu would help save South 
Vietnam from falling to the 
Communists. He said they were 


talked out of the plan by U.S. 
Ambassador Graham Martin, 
who assured him that Thieu's 
departure 
would 
be "ar- 


ranged." 


But by the time Thieu finally 


resigned on April 21, it was too 
late. Saigon surrendered nine 
days later. 


Ky said his group included a 


number of top political and mil- 
itary leaders, including the mil- 


itary chief of staff, Gen. Cao 
Van Vien, Air Force Command- 
er Tran Van Minh and the com- 
manders of several key mili- 
tary units. 


Ky said the plans for a coup 


developed after Thieu's deci- 
sion to abandon three central 
highlands provinces to the 
North Vietnamese army, a 
move which triggered the even- 
tual collapse of Saigon's mili- 


tary forces and the govern- 
ment. 


"We were ready to move in 


right after the defeats in II 
Corps," Ky said. "Mr. Martin 
came to me and said, 'Well, 
you don't need it, it is not nec- 
essary to use military forces. 
We are going to arrange it.'" 


Ky said he agreed to an al- 


ternative plan under which he 
would take charge of the gov- 


ernment after Thieu quit, but 
that Thieu hung on until the sit- 
uation became critical. 


He said he had expected 


Thieu to be gone in "two days, 
three days, a reasonable time," 
but that "it took us 10 days to 
get rid of Mr. Thieu, and dur- 
ing the 10 days, each day, we 
lose more ground, more prov- 
inces, cities." He said in the 


end the plan "worked, but too 
late." 


He said it was during this pe- 


riod that aides informed him of 
the plan in which "Thieu tried 
to have me killed." 


Thieu, after resigning, fled to 


Taiwan. Quang came first to 
the United States as a refugee 
but has since moved to Mon- 
treal, where Canadian officials 
have 
expressed displeasure

Winter wheat 
not quite 
so promising 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


1975 winter wheat crop still is 
expected to be a record but the 
Agriculture Department says 
prospects are not quite so 
promising as they were a month 
ago. 


Based on June 1 surveys, the 


crop is expected to be nearly 
1.62 billion bushels, the depart- 
ment said Tuesday. Although 
the new estimate still is up 16 
per cent from the 1974 harvest, 
it is one million bushels less 
than USDA forecast in May. 


Officials said winter wheat 


prospects declined last month in 
some central and plains states 
but improved in other areas. 
The Kansas crop, for example, 
was put at 377.6 million bushels, 
down 11.8 million from the May 
1 estimate. 


The department's Crop Re- 


porting Board said winter 
wheat is expected to yield an 
average of 32 bushels per har- 
vested acre, up from 29.5 bush- 
els in 1974. 


In a related report, the de- 


partment also said Tuesday 
that despite a slow start the 
winter wheat harvest picked up 
steam the past week and that by 
June 8 about 18 per cent of the 
Texas crop was harvested. 
Even so, that trailed last year's 
pace of 32 per cent on the same 
date and a norm of 26 per cent. 


The production report did not 


include estimates for spring 
wheat but USDA experts have 
projected the 1975 crop at about 
525 million bushels if farmers 
get normal yields. 


Thus, including the winter 


wheat forecast, total U.S. wheat 
production could exceed 2.1 
billion bushels this year, up 
substantially from the 1974 
record of less than 1.8 billion. 


Officials department esti- 


mates for spring wheat and 
other spring-planted crops, in- 
cluding corn, will be announced 
by USDA on July 10. 


Governors don't 
reach agreement 
about energy 


NEW ORLEANS, La. (AP) - 


The nation's governors talked 
about the energy crisis, calling 
it an emergency, but they 
found it impossible to agree in 
a hurry on anything more than- 
the need for more money. 


The governors, who met for 


more than an hour Tuesday 
without success, are expected 
to adopt an energy resolution at 
today's closing session of the 
67th annual National Governors 
Conference. 


The resolution, similar to an 


impromptu one approved Tues- 
day, demands that states get 
half of the proposed 3-cent in- 
crease in the federal gasoline 
tax and 20 per cent of anything 
above that. 


But it also contained general 


opposition to a rise in the cost 
of 
petroleum products, 
in- 


cluding the gas tax hikes pro- 
posed by the Democratic House 
and the oil import tariff of 
President Ford. 


State governments generally 


feel a hike in federal taxes will 
cut gasoline consumption and 
thus lower revenues from state 
fuel taxes. Thus the governors 
sought to insure their fair share 
of any hike. 


Gov. Edwin W. Edwards, D- 


La., talked his fellow governors 
into giving up an easy after- 
noon of recreation and minor 
meetings Tuesday to come up 
with a proposal to do something 
about energy. 


"There are 8% million unem- 


ployed Americans," Edwards 
chided. "If we don't do some- 
thing about the problems, the 
next great group of unemployed 
Americans will be the elected 
officials." 


So the governors folded away 


swim trunks, shoved tennis 
rackets back in the bags and 
came back to solve energy. 


Edwards said it was a minor 


victory because GOP gover- 
nors, with White House agents 
mixing among them, used a 
parliamentary rule to prevent 
energy action on the eve of 
Congress' unsuccessful chal- 
lenge Tuesday of President 
Ford's veto of the strip mine 
bill. 


The governors melted a little 


Tuesday morning, long enough 
to telegraph Congress that they 
wanted a share of any new 
gasoline tax. Efforts to say 
something stronger were bur- 
ied.

Report shows 


CIA kept busy 


opening mail 


WASHINGTON (AP) — If 


you mailed a letter to the So- 
viet Union between 1952 and 
1973, chances are good the en- 
velope passed 
through the 


hands 
of 
the 
Central 
In- 


telligence Agency. 


And if you were an antiwar 


activist or a leader of a New 
Left or militant black organ- 
ization, there's a better chance 
a CIA agent opened your letter. 


And if you qualified for hav- 


ing your mail opened, there's 
also a chance your name ended 
up in the files of Operation 
CHAOS, a super secret CIA 
project set up to search for for- 
eign influence in domestic pro- 
test groups. 


That's part of the picture of 


CIA surveillance activities out- 
lined in the Rockefeller Com- 
mission report made public 


Tuesday. 


The commission said flatly 


"the CIA's domestic mail open- 
ing programs were unlawful" 
and they also violated con- 
stitutional rights guaranteed by 
the First and Fourth Amend- 
ments. 


Domestic surveillance activi- 


ties were described by the com- 
mission as having "unlawfully 
exceeded the CIA's statutory 
authority." 


The commission also cited 


cases in which it said the CIA 
engaged in authorized surveil- 
lance but used illegal methods. 
In such case's, involving sur- 
veillance of CIA employes and 
alleged foreign defectors, the 
commission said it found 32 
wiretaps, 32 instances of bug- 
ging and 12 unauthorized en- 
tries. The last wiretap used by 


the CIA was in 1965; the last 
bug in 1968; and the last un- 
authorized entry was in 1971, 
according to the report. 


The commission added that 


"none of these activities was 
conducted pursuant to ' search 
warrant, and only in connection 
with the 1965 wiretap did the 
agency obtain the prior written 
approval of the attorney gener- 
al." 


"The 
unauthorized 
entries 


into the homes and offices of 
American citizens were illegal 
when they were conducted and 
would be illegal if they were 
done today," the commission 
concluded. 


The commission also pointed 


out that Operation CHAOS was 
initiated after repeated White 
House demands for evidence of 
foreign involvement in protest 


groups. The demands continued 
during the administrations of 
Lyndon B. Johnson and Rich- 
ard M. Nixon despite CIA in- 
sistence that it could find no 
significant foreign influence. 


The commission said White 


House pressures "seem to have 
encouraged top CIA manage- 
ment to stretch and, on some 
occasions, to exceed the legisla- 
tive restrictions." 


The commission report cited 


these instances of CIA surveil- 
lance activities: 


—Under an arrangement with 


postal officials, the agency sur- 
veyed all mail to and from the 
Soviet Union when it passed 
through the New York post of- 
fice. That surveillance lasted 
from late 1952 until 1973. Dur- 
ing the last full year, 4.3 mil- 
lion letters passed through CIA 


hands and 8,700 were opened. 


—For most of that period, 


postal officials were not told 
that the CIA not only was 
checking the addresses on the 
envelopes but also was opening 
selected pieces and photograph- 
ing the contents. 


—Mail surveillance projects 


also were operated for much 
shorter periods in Hawaii, San 
Francisco and New Orleans. 


—Under Operation CHAOS, 


the CIA amassed a comput- 
erized index containing 300,000 
names and also created files on 
7,200 American citizens. 


A CHAOS agent participated 


in and reported on demonstra- 
tions; another gave the CIA in- 
formation on the activities and 
views of dissident group lead- 
ers; a third was instructed to 
"get as close as possible" to 


the leaders of the 1971 May 
Day demonstrations planned in 
Washington to protest U.S. in- 
volvement in Southeast Asia. 


—CHAOS ran a program 


called Project 2 in 
which 


agents were instructed to make 
acquaintances in New 
Left 


groups — what a CIA official 
described to the commission as 
"reddening" or "sheepdipping" 
— in preparation for being sent 
on an overseas assignment. De- 
spite orders that they were not 
to engage in active domestic 
surveillance, these agents regu- 
larly submitted reports which 
were forwarded to CHAOS. 


One such agent became an 


officer of a dissident group and 
gave the CIA copies of the min- 
utes of its meetings. Another 
agent worked as an adviser in 
an unidentified congressional 
campaign. 


Financially strapped New York City spends on citizens

New York City, recently res- 


cued from the brink of financial 
disaster, spends more money 
on its citizens and foots the bill 
for more public services than 
any of the nation's other major 
cities. 


The New York budget for the 


fiscal year that ends June 30 
was just under $11.9 billion, an 
expenditure of almost $1,507 for 
each of the city's 7,894,862 resi- 
dents. 


The 1975 budget for Chicago 


— the nation's second largest 
city — is just under $1.1 billion, 
an expenditure of about $325 for 


each of the city's 3,369,357 resi- 
dents. 


Los Angeles spends about 


$263 per resident; Philadelphia 
spends $504; Detroit spends 
$510; 
Cleveland, which some 


experts believe may face finan- 
cial trouble in the 
future, 


spends $146.77. 


Why does financially strap- 


ped New York pay so much 
more? 


It has more employes, for 


one reason. And it pays for 
many items that, in other 
areas, are financed by county 
and state governments with 
broader tax bases. 


Of the three largest cities — 


New York, Chicago and Los 
Angeles — only New York in- 
cludes welfare expenditures in 
its city budget. In other areas, 
welfare is a function of county 
or state government. 


There are one million persons 


on welfare in New York. The 
current annual welfare budget 
is $4 billion, of which the city 
paid $2.27 billion. Chicago has 
641,000 persons on welfare. All 
the money for these people 
comes from the state and fed- 
eral governments. 


Chicago's city budget does 


not include education or hospi- 
tals. Neither does Los Angeles'. 
New York's budget includes 


AP News 
Analysis 


$3.25 billion for education and 
$1.3 billion for health and hospi- 
tals. 


Philadelphia spends $442.8 


million on its public school sys- 
tem. The money is raised main- 
ly through city real estate 
taxes, but is handled in a sepa- 
rate school district budget. 


The size of the New York 


payroll is demonstrated in per 


capita figures showing it has 
fewer residents per employe. 


New York has one fireman 


for every 658 residents; Chi- 
cago has one fireman for every 
756. New York has one police- 
man for every 263 residents; 
Chicago has one for every 292. 
New York has one sanitation 
worker for every 718 residents; 
Chicago has one for every 
1,232. 


The current New York City 


budget includes $1.7 billion for 
the 53,000 policemen, firemen 
and sanitation workers. 


In order to pay the bills, New 


York has had to borrow money. 
Some experts on urban affairs 


estimate that New York City 
accounts for 30 per cent of all 
the short-term borrowing in the 
country. 


New York had hoped to bor- 


row another $1.7 billion but un- 
derwriting syndicates — who 
buy the bonds, then resell them 
— said no. That put the city in 
its current financial bind. 


In an effort to avoid disaster, 


the city and state agreed tc 
create the Municipal Assistance 
Corp., dubbed Big Mac, a new 
state agency to refinance the 
city's short-term debt and re- 
vise fiscal practices. 


The new agency limits city 


borrowing and requires a bal- 


anced budget. Like most other 
cities, New York already is 
prohibited from deficit financ- 
ing, but often has wound up in 
debt due to complex maneuver- 
ing.
